Xew York, refused to criticise the Sen- 
eca further than to say that it was 
not a hospital ship. She talked Inter- 
«s:insSy of the work of the Red Cros? 
at Siboney and the front. 
Her story 


is given as nearly as poessible in her 
own words: 


"While at anchor 
in Guantanamo 


bay we were informed that the hos- 
pitals at Siboney were in great need of 
help. Hiss Barton ordered the Texas 
to Siboney. and -,vhen we reached there 
inquiries were made with a view to dis- 
covering what was needed at the hos- 
pitals. It was found that absolutely 
no provision had been made fior the 
care of the sick. We sent supplies ot 
food, bedding and clothing ashore. Two 
of the sisters also landed and found 
the so-cailed hospital to consist of four 
or five rooms, as flithy as could be. 
Seventy of our soldiers were lying on 
ihe bare flcor ill of fever, dysentery 
and measles. But two of them were 
wounded. They had been hurt in the 
first engagement of th* Rough Riders 
on June 2-!. The hospital was in charge 
of a steward and two male assistants. 


"We offered our services, but As- 


sistant Surgeon Winter, who was in 
charge, declined them, saying that he 
did not need them just then, but might 
in a few days and would let us know. 
When he declined our help, there were 
seventy sick men lying on the floor, 
with no comforts at all and fed on the 
regular army rations. We urged the 
matter and begged to be allowed to 
stay and make the place at least com- 
fortable, but Dr. Winter refused again. 


"I went to the Cuban hospital and 


then to the American hospital. While 
I was talking to the steward in charge 
of the hospital Dr. Harvard, the sur- 
geon in charge, came in, and I-asked 
him why he had declined the. services 
of the Red Cross. 
" 'Can you afford,' said T, 'to let this 


story go back to the "United States that 
you have nothing in the 
way- of 


supplies and nurses, and yet when there 
is help at-hand you refuse it?' 
Dr. 


Harvard replied that he had not de- 
clined it. 


"We went to work to get better quar- 


ters for the hospital. We got another 
building, cleansed it thoroughly and in- 
stalled our cots. On Friday, 'July 1, 
the date of. the battle of Santiago, the 
wounded began to come down from the 
front—a distance of ten miles—some 
in wagons, some hobbling. We joined 
our forces to those of the regular sur- 
geons. During the first twenty-four 
hours we cared for 475 wounded in the 
operating tent, only 
stopping for 


drink of coffee that was brought in to 
us. 


"I-ate on Saturday afternoon Dr. Le- 


garde came to the Red Cross tent and 
said he had an order from Gen. Shat- 
ter for Miss Barton to seize any army

In the 
summer of 18C4 Hannibal Hamlin of 
Bangor. who was then vice president 
caruc up here to enjoy a week's fishing 
in Squaw Pan lake, and called at Dud- 
ley's store to purchase the needful sup- 
plies for his outing. While waiting lor 
his goods to be put up, Mr. Hamlin 
lighted a. cigar and walked up and 


j down the floor. Dudley, who was in 


the back store, detected the odor of 
tobacco, and came out in a towering 
rage. "Mr. Hamlin." said he, "get out 
of my etore at once. Nobody is allow- 
ed to smoke here. -If President Lin- 
coln or Queen Victoria should come 
mo my store smoking I'd drive them 
out the same way 1 do you. Go now. 
and never darken my doors again with 
the smell of tobacco about you." Mr. 
Hamlin threw away his cigar and apol- 
ogized. After that he told the story 
to his acquaintances as a good joke on 
himself, and before anybody in Presque 
Isle was aware of this'fact old man 
Dudley was famous. The prohibition- 
ists took him up and petted him. and 
nominated him for congress. Mean- 
time the anglers.of New England, be- 
lieving that Mr. Hamlin knew all the 
places where fish would bite, flocked 
here by the stage load, and every one 
of them fitted out at Dudley's store. 
When Dudley died in 1S80 he was the 
best-known man in Aroostook county 
and was worth nearly $100.000.—Ex.

Bangkok, Siam. travels overland to Sau 
Francisco and thence by water, reach- 
ing its destination in kbout forty-three 
days, having been carried nearly 13,001 
miles. 
A letter mailed here for A-lc- 


laide, Australia, also goes 
via San 


Francisco, travels 12,845 miles, and is 
delivered usually within 35 days. New 
York mail destined for Calcutta goes 
by way of 
London, traveling 11,120 


miles in 29 days, while mail sent from 
this city to Cape Town, South Africa 
goes 125 miles further in two days 
less time. 
Mail communication be- 


tween New York and Hong Kong or- 
dinarily consumes one month of time; 
the letters go by way of San Francisco 
and cover 10,500 miles ot distance. To 
reach Melbourne, Australia, from this 
city, a letter will travel 12,265 miles in 
about 32 days, and to reach Sydney a 
letter will travel 11,570 miles in 31 
days. 
The mail route from New York 


to Yokohama, via San Francisco, is 
7,348 miles long, and about 22 days ars 
consumed in transit. 
To go to Hono 


lulu from this city a letter travels 5.645 
miles in 13 days. 
Leaving New YorK 


on steamer days, mail matter is sched 
uled to reach Rome in about 10 days 
Madrid in ten days, London and Liv 
erpool in eight days, Rotterdam in nine 
days, St. Petersburg in eleven days 
Berlin in nine days, and Athens am 
Alexandria in fourteen days. 
Com- 


munication with South American ports 
is much slower. It takes twenty-four, 
days for a letter to go from New York 
to Rio Janeiro, which is only about JO 
miles further from this city than is 
Alexandria. 
Mail matter going from 


New York to Buenos Aj-res. which is 
8,045 miles distant, consumes 29 or :;o 
days.—New York Times.

childhood or the Cv« sons of Patrick 
Ex>lai). at one time a blacksmith at 
Lockport, N. Y., after the death of 
their mother and the happy reunion of 
three ot them—all that are now iiv- 
ing—caiae to light with the visit to Chi- 
cago of fVed Dooley of Rochester. N. 
Y.. who is now dividing his time be- 
tween the homes of his long-lost rela- 
tives. Probably the most peculiar fea- 
ture ot the story is that ail hut two of 
the brothers grew to manhood under 
different names and for several years 
two lived within a few milea of each 
other in Chicago and at the saiae time 
each was prosecuting a vigorous search 
for the other. The brothers now living 
and enjoyintr the reunion are: William 
Doolan. a hardware merchant living at 
1231 Madison street. Thomas Dolan. 
assistant engineer in the fire depart- 
ment, connected with engine company 
No. 57. 
Fred Dooley. a batr-er in 


Rochester. N. Y. The two \vlio died 
since the separation were: Uanial Doo, 
ley. lately a baker at Rochester. James 
Doolin, who was a sailor and claimed 
Buffalo as his home. The story is best 
told by Thomas Doolan. whose efforts 
in finding his brothers have never 
waned since he first took up the search. 
He gives 
ihe 
following narrative: 


"Years ago my father. Patrick Dolan. 
and my mother, whose maiden name 
was Katherine Green, settled in Lock- 
port, having come to this country from 
County Louth, Ireland. Father was a 
blacksmith and I have been told was 
fairly prosperous. 
The family consist- 


ed of five boys. While we were all in 
tender years mother died and 
soon 


after father placed Dante). Fred and 
myself in the Sisters' Orphan home at 
Rochester and then disappeared. Since 
that time nothing has been heard of 
him and it is likely that he is dead. 
William was adopted by a man of the 
name of Casey, and an elderly woman, 
one Daughn, cared for James. Later, 
however, James was also placed in the 
Orphans' home. I soon tired of life in 
the home and one night ran away and 
went to Wilson. N. Y.. where for sev- 
eral years I made my home with an 
old farmer Those name I cannot re- 
call. For years I never heard from my 
brothers and drifted about the country 
tloing almost anything that was honest 
and upright tor a living. 
I came to 


Chicago, was married, and no\v have 
three children. T often wondered if I 
should ever again see nay relatives 
and had almost given up hope when 
you can imagine my surprise when two 
men walked into the engine house and 
announced that they were my broth- 
ers. They were William and Fred, the 
latter having come from his home in 
Rochester, where, in an odd manner, he 
had learned of our whereabouts. It all 
came about this way: Recently Daniel 
Frawley of this city established 
an 


agency for a Chicago brewiag company 
in Rochester and he rented a store next 
door to Fred's barber ship. He was 
well acquainted with me and had also 
known William. 
Fred corresponded 


with us and finally we were convinced 
that our relationship had been estab- 
lished. Further inquiries convinced us 
of the death of. Daniel and James. We 
have also discovered an aunt in Seneca 
Falls, N. Y.. and she has assisted us in 
the search for father. The aunt's name 
is Mrs. Mary Celery."

Maryland's Novel School. 


j oha W. Gibson, principal of the 


public, sebool at Fail-bank, Tilghman's 
sland, one or the veteran teachers of 
Talbot county, teaches geography en a 
big object-lesson scale. 
He has laid 


off on about a quarter of an acre of 
;he schoolyard a map of the world on 
Mercator's projection, shoving the con- 
tinents and islands, the oceans, seas, 
lakes and rivers, the mountains and 
valleys. The water for the waterways 
is mechanically 
conveyed 
from tha 


overflow of a semi-artesian well near 
by. The natural lay of the land gives 
the plane surface, the mountains are 
built up with oyster shells, gravel and 
earth, and sand from the river shore 
has been spread to show the deserts. 
The work is done to a scale, Mr. Gib- 
son being a surveyor and civil engi- 
neer of no mean capacity. 
His pupils 


helped him 
enthusiastically 
in the 


work. The various mineral and vege- 
table products of the different coun- 
tries are assigned to the respective 
places. Mr. Gibson does not claim that 
the idea of a school-yard map is orig- 
inal with him, but the work probably 
has never been done on so large a 
scale before, nor with such attention 
to accuracy of detail. 


There is large enough scope to show 


the progress of the naval side of the 
Spanish war; constructing war ships 
of tin and the bark of the pine-tree ia 
not difficult; every country boy living 
on the salt water can whittle, out a 
ship with his jackknife as easily as a 
factory can make a match, and when 
the daily newspapers come, what a de- 
light they take in changing the posi- 
tions ot the squadrons, according as the 
news warrants it. This is both con- 
structive and applied geography, and 
makes the maps and letter-press of the 
text-book much more interesting and 
more easy of comprehension. Principal 
Gibson's 
novel schoolyard attracts 


many visitors.—Baltimore Sun.

The diving suit in which men 


vork beneath the surface of the-water 
is probably the most curious look- 
.ng apparatiis that can be devised. It 
consists of a huge helmet, thick rub- 
ber clothing, even to gloves of the 
lame material, and 
hea-vy rubber 


boots with leaden soles. The weight- 
ngof the boot is necessary tocounter- 
jalance the weight of the 
helmet, 


otherwise the diver might not be able 
to maintain a perpendicular position 
in the water. Air is supplied to the 
diver by tero flexible tnbes, which are 
lined with c-oils of steel wire to resist 
the pressure of waiter at great depths 
and also to prevent the supply of air 
being cut off in case the tube should 
bo accidentally jammed between two 
pieces of woodwork in n sunken ship. 
Air is forced down the tubes by means 
of a pump and the diver carries a sig- 
nal line by which he intimates to his 
assistants on the surface the proper 
time for drawing him up. Divers can- 
not descend to a grout or depth than 
100 to 300 feet, and eveivnt these 
depths suffer greatly from the pres- 
sure of the waior. The work is very 
unhenl'.liy, exceedingly dangerous, 
and cannot bo fnllowed' long without 
risJ; of hemorrhage of the lungs or the 
rui'iure of blood vrssels in the vital 
organs.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Koch has analyzed the highest and the 
cheapest grades of vanilla, and

found in the latter an oily liquid which, 
when brought into contact with the 
mucous membranes of the body, caused 
tremendous irritation and affected the 
kidneys to a dangerous degree. This 
was tried on a dog. of course. Profes- 
sor Koch is certain that the oily sub- 
stance does the business, but cannot 
make out why it acts in ice cream and 
not in chocolate or in puddings or in 
tea. He is going to investigate, though. 
He thinks the heat of cooking may 
paralyze the dangerous qualities o£ that 
particular oil. while the cold increases 
them. Ice cream dealers in this city, 
to whom Professor Koch's analysis has 
been submitted, are willing to concede 
that vanilla, heretofore thought harm- 
less, may be a murderous wretch after
